Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed the combination of Nikolaidis and Schade was 
improper since Nikolaidis required anaerobic conditions to remove contaminants whereas introduction of the 
regeneration step of Schade would cause an aerobic condition. Discussed amending claim 9 to specify continuously 
regenerating the bed under aerobic conditions and to amend claim 48 to specify continuously introducing iron oxide to 
the bed to further patently distinguish over Nikolaidis. Mr. Mitchell agreed to submit an amendment including the 
discussed changes in due course .

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicants record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
